CL.3SG has seen of-the her husband the friends yesterday 
ce.

CL.38G has seen of-the her husband yesterday the friends 


(2) a. al Francol portarà al halam e la hlinhega ht’ ehtat 
the F. CL.3SG bring.FUT the salami and the ham next summer 
‘Franco will bring us salami and prosciutto (not salami and cheese) next summer.’ 
b. *al Franco I’ portarà la hlinhega al halam e ht ehtat 
the F. CL.3SG bring.FUT the prosciutto the salami and next summer

‘It is Piero that went in the car with his (Piero’s) mom.’ 


PARASITIC GAPS 


(4) a Pr a tastat [la hopa]; prima de hala t; 
CL.3SG has tasted the soup before of salting 
‘It is the soup that he tasted before salting.’ 
b. [chel che la cunuhia mia]; |’ è ndadala  henha haluda t; 
the-one that CL.3sG know NEG CL.3SG is gone there without greeting 
‘It is the one that she didn’t know that she left without greeting.’
